secutitios aa cullateral, in case the scauritios 
tuken over by tho assosiated banks should 
not bo satisfactory, This ia not only 


powerful, but timely and complete, help in 
caso of need, which, howaver, does not 
aeom likely to arise. 

The recent failures and suspensions of 
soveral Australian banka must tend to 
shake public confidenco, but 
informed on good authority that tho 
eroditors of the failed Banks are likely 
to be paid in full, the suspension being 
duo to their funds being lockad up.

original design. Decks might be built aver 
the engine and boiler rooms of sufficient 
strength to carry armour, which. could be 
fitted when tho ship wos taken up as a 
crniser, Admitting the imporfections of 
the mercantile auxiliary in point of protec 
tion, the superiority in speed and in coal 
enduranco over any existing ship of war 
was incontestable. To discontinue all sub- 
sidies from the British Governmont, while 
the policy now so much in favour in other 
countries was maintained, would bring us 
inevitably to this result—thut all the oovan 
ateaming at high speed would bo performed 
by foraign vessele held at tho disposal of 
their respective Governments, for conver- 
sion into mérchaut cruisers. Our regular- 
ly built vessels of war would bo our solo 
defence against such dangerous foes, and 
they could not’be multiplied in suflicient 
uombers without imposing an almost 
jntolerable additional burden upon tho 
Novy Estimates.—This paper was received 
with considerable applause.

King 
Humbert gracofully acknowledged the 
ovation and was evidently deaply mowd 
by the evidence of loyalty on the part of 
his subjects. 

‘fhe assailant. of King Humbort is, it 
appaars, a religious fanatic. nomed Berardi, 
The authorities have made enquiries regard. 
ing his history and havo secortained that 
ho was sentenced to. imprigonment fur 
seven years for a murder committed 8 num- 
ber of yoars ago. In 1882 he waa reloasod 
from prison ond emigrated to America, 
tho authorities thinking they had got rid 
of him forever.
